T HE whole school was stunned on 
Thursday morning last when it be¬ 
came known that Johnny Shapter, one of 
our most popular students, had passed 
away the evening before. Johnny under¬ 
went an operation on Tuesday morning, 
but none of us dreamed that it would have 
such a tragic culmination. 

John Truce Gwynne Shapter was born 
in Vancouver, February 11th, 1919, and 
moved to this city with his parents at an 
early age, where he received all his educa¬ 
tion. He attended Cliff Bungalow, Con¬ 
naught, Haultain and Western. Since he 
came to this school he was very active in 
all school activities, having been Art 
Editor of the Year Book, Past President 
and active member of the “Pep Club”, 
and President of the Omega Sigma Tan 
Fraternity. Possibly he was best known 
as the writer of “Johnny’s Journal”, a 


composition to which he gave much of his 
time and thought and which reflected both 
his fine character and his attractive per¬ 
sonality. He was engaged in this work 
on the very morning on which he was 
taken to the hospital. 

Outside his immediate school connec¬ 
tion, he was a valuable and faithful 
member of Wesley United Church, being 
Vice-President of the Fiat Club of the 
Sunday School, and always took a deep 
interest in its work. He was thus fitting 
himself to become a useful citizen when 
he was taken from us. 

To his mother and brother, the entire 
student body of Western extends its very 
deepest sympathy in their irreparable 
loss. It may be some comfort for them 
to know that Johnny’s memory will be 
forever cherished among us and will pro¬ 
vide a lasting inspiration to us all. 

People like Johnny Shapter are never 
quite replaced. His cheery manner and 
kindly bearing will be an abiding remem¬ 
brance at Western.

Your essential qualifications 
must be—a sense of responsibility 
to the public you will be serving; 
an instinctive feeling for your lan¬ 
guage, and a university education. 

You must have a sound judg¬ 
ment of public affairs, and an en¬ 
thusiastic desire to make a whole¬ 
some contribution. If not, keep 
out of the journalistic, field. You 
piust have strong rhetorical capa¬ 
bilities, even a dramatic power of 
expression, and above all you must 
have the broad perspective, thr 
precision, and the general knowl¬ 
edge given in a university. 

But there are other helps. A 
study of languages, of French. 
German-and Latin; study of his¬ 
tory to modulate your mind and 
give you insight into current af¬ 
fairs; thorough grounding in econ¬ 
omics—the science of how we live; 
and travel, and a knowledge of 
law. 

The Hollywood idea of a for¬ 
tune-blessed reported is an utterly 
fantastic misrepresentation of 
what a reporter should be. There 
is romance in journalism, but it is 
the romance or search and and ex¬ 
pression, not of blind chance. 

Newspaper work is a lone man’s 
game, for it involves years of 
learning, and striving, and strong 
compet'tion; not the mere turning 
in of newspaper copy. And it of¬ 
fers to the beginner small profit 
for good ability, very little per¬ 
sonal time, and responsibility out 
of proportion to that of most call¬ 
ings. However, it does offer un¬ 
usual opportunities of meeting 
successful and influential people on 
their own ground and on an equal 
footing. It offers as well the con-
